that the forthcoming atomic bomb 
blau at Bikini will send radioactive 
dust through the stratosphere as far 
away as Washington. 
Navy Lt P. A. Humphrey, an as- j 
iistant aeroloeiral officer in - opera­ 
tions crassicads,’ told now th** navy 
was making preparations :o record

radioactivity

Coco Solo in the canal zone, one- 
third the way around the world. 
At half a dozen points the navy 
will send balloons up *o 70.000 feet, 
These balloons, bearing geiger coun­

Shock Waves 
The atomic explosion may push 
ahock waves as far as Midway. Guam 
and Honolulu where supersensitive 
barographs are being installed to 
record a n : shock waves 'h at might 
reach those points. 
Th? blast also may cause a local 
rainstorm. 50 miles in 
diameter, j 
bearing radioactive raindrops. Light­ 
ning atso may accompany this storm 
due to the intense heat of the atomic 
explosion and subsequent cooling of 
the atmosphere. 
Humphrey, a slight, studious youth 
who flew through the center of six 
typhoons getting weather data, de­ 
clared that if the atomic blast does 
raus** a local rain and lightning 
storm it will hav° no effect whatso­ 
ever on the world’s weather.
